A NEW FAD FOR COLLECTORS. 


A new fad for collectors has been 
discovered, namely, engraved plates. 
It is not enough to collect etchings 
and engravings, but these enthusiasts 
want the steel and copper plates 
that they were printed from. Is 
there a stray hobby for any one left 
to ride? This is an age of collec- 
tions, and what “rafts” of matter 
pass through the auction rooms into 
the parlors and libraries and cabi- 
nets of our wealthy citizens!  Pic- 
tures, prints, first editions, coins, 
clocks, watches, bric-a-brac, miner- 
als, curios, autographs, photographs, 
gems, postage stamps, walking sticks, 
umbrellas(!), gloves, swords, fire- 
arms, carvings, play bills, book 
plates, buttons and business cards. 
The man who made a collection of 
cigar stumps is already noted beyond 
his deserts. The piquancy of this 
metal plate collecting doubtless con-
